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Rush  Medical  College 


The  Rush  Medical  College  seal  was  designed  by  several  faculty  members  and  adopted  in 
1878.  On  the  face  of  the  seal,  two  women  and  a  young  boy  stand  near  the  altar  of 
y^sculapius,  the  Greek  god  of  healing.  The  two  women  are  /Esculapius'  daughters, 
Hygeia  on  the  left  and  Panacea  on  the  right.  In  Greek  mythology,  these  two  goddesses 
often  assisted  their  father  with  rites  of  healing.  The  boy  is  Hygeia's  son,  Telesphorus, 
who  is  traditionally  known  as  the  Greek  god  of  convalescence.  Hygeia  and  Panacea  are 
leading  Telesphorus  to  the  fire  of  healing  knowledge,  symbolizing  the  hope  that  future 
generations  will  advance  medical  knowledge  and  healing.  The  inscription  beneath  the 
altar  is  the  year  in  Roman  numerals  in  which  Rush  was  founded,  1837.  The  Latin 
abbreviation  around  the  seal  (Collegii  Medicinae  Rushiensis  Sigillum)  stands  for  'Seal  of 
Rush  Medical  College  -  Chicago'. 
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To  the  Class  of  99: 

In  1969  when  Rush  Medical  College  was  reactivated  and  merged  with 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital,  those  on  the  planning  and  implementation 
team  used  to  refer  to  what  was  happening  as  "an  old  idea  that  became  new 
again."  In  essence  what  we  had  in  mind  was  the  replication  of  the  old  idea 
that  the  best  education  of  medical  professionals  takes  place  in  an 
environment  where  patient  care  is  the  primary  end,  not  a  by-product.  The 
historical  precedent  in  our  own  case,  of  course,  was  the  approximation  of 
this  ideal  in  the  establishment  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1883  by  Rush 
Medical  College  faculty  for  the  formation  of  future  physicians  in  a  patient 
care  setting.  It  was  then,  and  it  is  today,  a  philosophical  approach  to  medical 
education  that  has  made  your  own  educational  experience,  if  not  unique, 
quite  distinctive.  As  you  pursue  your  careers  in  medicine,  we  are  confident 
that  your  appreciation  of  this  patient-oriented  experience  will  deepen  over 
the  years. 

"The  Pulse"  yearbook  is  also  an  old  tradition,  and  I  am  delighted  that 
you  are  continuing  it.  It  will  undoubtedly  be  your  companion  over  your 
professional  lives;  in  the  early  years  as  a  ready  reference  on  your  classmates, 
in  later  ones  as  a  means  of  recreating  the  spirit  and  atmosphere  in  which  your 
success  had  its  origins.  Guard  it  well. 

As  the  last  class  to  graduate  from  Rush  Medical  College  in  the  20^ 
Century,  my  best  wishes  go  with  you  into  the  new  Millenium.

In  the  face  of  such 
change  brought  on  by  advances  in  molecular  medicine,  newer  diagnostic 
techniques,  and  better  prevention,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fundamental 
responsibility  of  physicians  to  prolong  life  and  relieve  pain  in  the  context  of  the 
needs  of  the  patient,  their  culture  and  the  environment.  Our  role  has  been  to 
establish  measurable  objectives  and  evaluation  strategies  for  the  education  of 
doctors,  which  are  aligned  with  the  expectations  of  society  and  the  enduring 
principles  of  the  medical  profession. 

We  are  proud  to  have  helped  lay  the  foundation  for  your  future  professional 
growth.  Such  a  foundation  includes  not  only  the  prevention,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease  but  also  the  impact  of  disease  on  patients,  families  and  the 
community.  Our  approach  as  a  medical  school  has  been  to  educate  you  as  medical 
professionals  in  an  environment  where  patient  care  is  a  primary  end.  We  are 
confident  we  have  helped  provide  the  foundation  to  be  a  self-learner  throughout 
your  career  as  you  provide  the  highest  quality  care  in  an  ethical,  sensitive  and 
empathic  maimer.

One  of  us  remembers  pressing  the  alarm  button  instead  of  the  light  switch  during  their  clinical  H  &  P  exam 
and  a  code  being  called.  Also  listed  were  the  culmination  of  our  hard  work.  Match  Day  and  graduating.  Our  less 
scholarly  memories  include:  TGIF's,  Pavan's  analogies,  being  entertained  by  our  comedic  classmates  (reminiscent 
of  one  big  Seinfeld  episode),  hearing  about  Dr.  Doolas  throwing  a  colon  in  the  direction  of  Piotrowsi,  "field 
research"  with  the  three  amigos  during  ob/gyne,  back  porch  cigarettes  during  ob/gyne,  and  noticing  Kelly  in  a 
Hawaiian  shirt  and  realizing  "Friday's  here!"  We've  enjoyed  playing  together:  flag  football  (back  to  back  champs 
Team  Borborygmi),  skiing,  playing  volleyball,  softball,  and  basketball.  Others  remember  the  more  personal:  a 
wedding,  finding  out  their  wife  was  pregnant,  traveling  to  the  Smokey  Mountains,  going  to  Maui  with  Roy,  going 
to  Colorado  and  moving  out  of  Center  Court.  Someone's  best  time  was  getting  drunk  at  the  Drink.
